TUB telegraph brings news of a des- 


perate scheme by the Democratic man- 
agers to oarry Ohio, by mians of im- 
ported bullies and repeaters from Phil- 
adelphia. Pittsbure, St. Louis, Chicago 
and other cities. The repeaters from 
Philadelphia boast openly of their des- 
tination, and of the object they go to 
accomplish. 


Ws had a call this morning from 


John W. January, of Minonk, who has 
been here attending the reunion of ex- 
pruoners of war. Mr. January lost 
both of his feet while in Andersonviile, 
fro* gangrene. He besought the sur- 
geon to amputate his feet, bat in vain, 
and they literally rnttnl off, be himself 
cutting the tendons which alone held 
them, with a common pocket knife bor- 
rowed from a fellow prisoner. He now 
manages to hobble along on artificial 
feet, but he stoutly protests that he 


not intend to vote for Hancock. 


The Congressional elections of 1873 


were attended with so much violence, 
despite the conciliator; policy of the 
administration, that a committee of the 
United States Senate was appointed to 
investigate the subject. In their re- 
port, signed by Hon. H. M. Teller, Uni- 
ted States Senator from 
Colorado, 


chairman, that committee says : 


The examination of the committee, 


it will be seen, was confined to but 
seven of the fitty-two parishes of Louis- 
iana. In these seven parishes the evi- 
dence shows that there were murdered 
"for political purposes," during the 
campaign of 1878, twenty-three per- 
sons. 
Besides these there were fully 


as many others murdered whose names 
the committee was unable to ascertain, 
whose corpses weve seen, by witnesses 
who testified before the committee, 
hanging on trees or lying dead in the 
street or fields. Dozens more were 
wounded from shots fired at them with 
murderous intent, some of whom were 
present as witnesses before the commit- 
tee exhibiting their gears ; others were 
whipped, or beaten and mutilated; 
wives were tied up by the thumbs and 
whipped for refusing to tell where their 
husbands were secreted ; scores of lead- 
ers in politics among the colored men 
were driven from their homes, leaving 
their crops in the field and their fami- 
lies unprovided for. In brief, a literal 
"reign of terror" existed, and in fact 
still exists, over a considerable portion 
of Louisiana as the result of the policy 
adopted by the Democracy for perpetu- 
ating its rule in that State. 


Hancock Offers Straw Bail for His

Gen. Hancock comes out in a letter 


in which he says he will veto bills pass- 
ed by a Democratic majority to pay 
rebels money out ot the treasury for 
damages inflicted by the War.

Coinage of Silver Dollars. 


Since the passage of the act author- 


izing the coinage oi' standard silver dol- 
lars over seventy millions pieces of such 
coin have been struck by the mints. 
Under the law the secretary of the 
treasury must purchase and to be coined 
monthly at least $2,000,000 worth of 
bullion, and the coinage of this amount 
must continue until congress either re- 
duces the amount to be coined monthly, 
or authorizes suppression of the coin- 
ing of silver dollars. Many of the most 
earnest advocates of the standard silver 
dollar are coming to the conclusion that 
the amount to be coined each month 
should be reduced to $1,01)0,000; but as 
the approaching session of congress will 
be a short one, it is not probable there 
will be any legislation upon the sub- 
ject. Therefore, the coinage of silver 
dollars is likely to continue for the 
next fifteen months, at the rate of $2,- 
300,000 per month, unless the price of 
silver bullion should materially advance, 
of which at present there does not ap- 
pear to be any prospect whatever.
